BAN DOMINGUO AND CUBA.
From the A, Y. Sun.

The entering wedge to the disraption of
the Demooratic party nnder the administra.
tion of Buchanan was the attempt to acquire
Cuba by means of a joint resolution, intro.
duced into the Senate by John Slidell, appro-
priating thirty millions of dollars to enable
the President to open mnegotiations for the
purchase of that island.

It was well nunderstood that this measnre |

was bronght forward in the interests of the
slavery propagandists, aud was to be male a
test of fidelity to the Dewocralic party.
Aside from the main object, the resolution of
Slidell was intended to drive Stephen A.
Douglas from the leadership of the party.
where hie was exhibiting too lofty a spirit of
independence, and was inenloating the herasy
that a genuine Democracy had a higher wmis-
sion to perform than to enlargs the dominion
and perpetuate the sway of negro slavery.
Buchanan, Slidell, and their confederates of
the old 7 enimne fMarther determined that if they
could not reduce the Hotspur of the North-

west to the ranks, they wonld, by means of |

their Cnban annexation scheme, Put him
nnder the party ban as a factionist and a
heretic.

The debate in the Senate opened by an
effort on the part of Mr. Doolittle Lo lay aside
she Cuban resolution, and take up in its stead
the Howestead bill; and it was on this mere
question of preference in the order of busi-
ness that the main debate took place. All
the great chiefs borea part in the conflict,
which raged through the day aud far into the
night, BSlidell, Toombs, and Mason led the
pro-slavery wing of the Democraoy; Douglas,
with some asgistance from sturdy Charles
Stuart, of Michigan, held nloft the indepen-
dent banner of the old-fashioned Democracy
of the scliool of Jackson and Wright; while
Seward, Wade, and other Republican Sena-
tors ever and anon kept thrusting into the
coniroversy the propoesition started by Doo-
little at the opening of the debate, that it,was
wiser Lo give the unoccupied territory we now
bad to our landless poor than to expend mil-
lions iu the purchase of new lerritory to be
cultivated by slaves.

This adroit flank movement, which em-
bodied just enough of the popular element to
give Douglas an opportunity to attack the
main question from a Dewmocratic standpoint.
greatly annoyed Slidel), and especially Toombs,
who bore the brunt of the contest near the
close of the debate, Toombs fought shy of
Dounglas, whomi bhe adwired and sometiwmes
feared; but he assailed Seward and Wade,
ridiculing them as the advoeates of the ‘‘sans-
culotte lncklanders,” whom he denounced as
mere trespassers who onght to be kicked oft
the public domain., He shook his fist at Se-
ward, who happened a* that moment to be
quietly smoking a cigar in the doorway of the
cloak-roow. and arraigned him as destitute of
all statesmanlike ideas, and only equal to
playiug the slippery arts of asmall dema-
gogue. Then turuing to Wade, whose seat
was right by the side of his own, Toombs,
his kuotted locks bristling with excitement,
speered at Wade, who ull then he had
always supposed was a wman of moderats
courage, for being afraid of the lacklanders,
and for skulking from the real question at
issue.

This personal sally brought Wade to his
fest, hia eye flashing defiance. Stepping
close up to Toombs, and bringing his fist
heavily on his desk. he said in tones that
made the chamber ring, ‘“*Afraid! I am not
awaroe that I ever saw anything or anybody
under the Almighty's bheaven that I was
afraid of!" Toowbs drew his chair back a
little. *‘Skuolk the issne’ No!” thundered
Wade; “‘I am ready to go to the people upon
it—*Land for t-e landless versns niggers for
the niggerless!” " The packed galleries could
staud it no longer, and broke out with loud
applause, which, in spite of Vice-President
Breckinridge's gavel, rose, as Douglas shook
hands with Wade, into three cheers for “‘Old
Ben and the Liitle Giant."”

The marrow of the controversy was tonched
when Mason deolared that no Democrat hold-
ing the doctrines of the Senator from Illinois
conld get a single electoral vote from the
South in the next Presidential campaign,
which Douglas instantly checkmated by the
vehement assertion that no Democrat who
held the sentiments of the Senator from Vir.
ginia could ecarry a single Congressional dis-
trict in the North. The prophecy of each
was fulfilled in 1860, when Breckinridge and
Douglas wer¢ the Dewmocratio candidates of
their rggpective sections.

This debate sounded the death-knell of the
Buchanan-Slidell plot for the purchase of
Cuba, After lying a while on the table of the
Senate, the resolution was quietly withdrawn.
But, though the Cuban conspirators were
able to strike down Donglas, the blow re-
coiled, aud rnined the Democratic party, thus
preparing the way for the sucoess of Lincoln
n 3.'. next Presidential election.,

Do General Grant aund his backers in the
San Dowmingo job read and inwardly digest
political history? If they ever open and
ponder its instrnctive volumes, do they not
perceive that they are to-day in this discredi-
table plot playing the perilous game which
Buchaunan, Slidell, T'oombs, and their asso-
ciates played in their Cuban Lc;h: while Sum.
ner, Schurz, Morrill, and their supporters
stand, in respect to the real sentiments of
the Republican parly, precisely where Doug-
las and his friends stood as the representa-
tives of the time-honored traditions of the
Democratic party? Grant may, by wmeans
of his patronage, be able to plave Buw-
ner temporarily under the ban of the
Execulive displeassure; and by the aid of his
retainers he may even succeed in consum-
mating bis San Domingo scheme, though this
we serionsly doubt. In apv event, he lLas
already destroyed the harmony of the Repub-
lican party: and if hLe persist in driving home
thia wedge, he will rend it asunder, and leave
it to fall an easy prey to its opponents in the
Presidential struggle npon which the couutry
is now eutering.

Is General granl, withont any Republican
record belind him, so blind, or 8o vain, or so
obstinate ss not to see that he cannot win in
& conteat with men who founded the Repub.
licanjparty, and spent the best years of their
lives in lwpressing its principles upon the
country, while he, thronghout this great
epoch, teok so little interest in public affairs
that be never voted but once, and then for
James Buchanan ?

What is needed Lo restore harwony o the

JTHE TRUTH ABOUT COAL.
From the N, ¥. Werld.
The tarift of $# gold a ton on pig-iron
onabled the irop-manufacturers to charge

i
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domestic consumers &) gold more for their
iron than they could have charged without
that duoty, and largely increased the profits of
Iron-m{lug. The inorumsed profits of the
manufacturers inereased largely the value of
the lands on whioh the fron.ore is mined, and
it is the value of the lands from which the
counl is dug that constitutes one of the prin.
cipal items in the cost of iron. The increase
in the value of the coal-lands especially has
been enormons, froquently taufufd and over,
go that lands which went begging in 18560
bhave since sold for $500 and S1000 an acre.
T'he largest profita ol the Pennsylvania protec-
tionist ring have been made out of the in-
creased value thns given to iron-lands, coal-
lands, railroads ruanning hetween the two, and
furnaces and rolling mills. In order to main.-
tnin these prices and sell more lands at the
figure, it was of course necessary to work the
lands and take out the coal. In order to sell
the coal it was necessary to bring it to mar-
ket. To bring it to market required more
railronds, the railroads more iron, and the
iron more coal, Bo more cosl was mined,
nnd more railroads were built, and more iron
was smelted, and more coal was wanted. and
the price ef coal was kept up pretty well, and
the price of conl lands was kept up very well
indeed. Bt it is very evident that tha pro-
cess could not go on forever. And althongh
the ring maintained the duty on coal, which
yrevented New England from getting it from
Nova Beotia, and thereby gave increased cosl

transportalion to the new coal
roads: and althongh the ring e
its  whole support with might

and main to every corrupt subsidy-jobbing
and land. grabbing railroad schome that pro-
mised the least consumption of iron and coal;
and although the ring systematioally indorsed
every Bcheme for raising money here or in
Enrope that wonld ever so remotely add to
the consumption of coal ond iron, without re-
gard to its merits in any olher respect; yet, in
spite of all these ingenious effurts, the time
arrived wheu it became evident that con-
sumption could not possibly continne toin-
crease in the same ratio as produnction, and
prices in 1867 commenced to decline so
rapidly and so steadily that in the spring of
1568 they were as low as they had aver boeen
since 1844, with the sole exseption of the
temporary panic at the outbreak of the war
If the market and the coal-prodncers had
been loft to themselves, the inevitable result
would have been a further decline in prices,
resulling in a compulsory stoppage of works
on the wines least favorably situsted, and a
confinnanee of work on those whose ex-
tremely favorable location enabled them to
take conl to market at a profit even at the
[ow prices then ruling. The eiffect of {his
suspension of work at one of themiaes wonld
naturally bave been to depreciate the value
of the mine iteelf materially: and as a large
proportion of the mines had been within the
last few years purchased by the different rail-
ropd companies leading to the mining re-
gions, not, it is said, without some occasionnl
“‘peryuisites” for individual directors, a de-
oline in mining property would have involved
a proportionate decline in many leading rail-
road stocks, and a stoppsge of all further
sales by the directors aforesaid or by others
of valuable mining property to the railroad
companies at $1000 and more an acre. It
therefore became the object of all parties
interested in this neat little combination to
prevent the decline in railroad stocks and
mining lands by preventing the suspension
of work in individual mines, and hence the
munceuvres to produce general suspensions
whenever required.

In order to prevent the general public
from finding out how they have been de-
ceived by these coal-land, iron-land, and rail-
road and canal companies, all the mineshave
been kept going, new ones have been opened
in quick succession, and enormons new pur-
chases of lands have been made quite re.
cently, in face of the notorious fact that for
four years past the production of eoal has
every year largely exceeded the consnmption,
and nething but periodical strikes has saved
the entire coal, iron, and railroad ring frowm
hopeless and general bankruptey. Althongh
last year on a produoction of thirteen wmillion
tons of anthracite there was a surplus, in
spite of a suspension averaging from six
weoeks to over three months, yet in less than
eleven months of this year nearly fifteen
millions of touns have been mined, producers
and dealers everywhere are lmrgely over-
stocked, and in spite of the suspension now
threatening to become general, dealers have
been unable to force an advance in prices.

The true state of the case then in this: in
order to maintain the present high prices of
coal and iron lands and coal and iron rail-
ways which are the direct result of the ini-
quities of our present radical tariff, the
Pennsylvania protectionist ring are know-
ingly trying to maintain a production of coal
beyond the wants of consumption, and are
trying to throw the burden of the inevitable
loss resulting from their course unpon the
laboring men by forcing them to suspend,
and upon the public by forcing up the price
of ooal. They have twice before succeeded
in the same scheme; but this time they will
fail. Their proceedings are too well nnder-
stood to deceive a third time. The attempt
to force the price has already signally
failed. The suspension of work, we are
informed, is likely t::ﬁrrove no better sucoess,
the 1dea of a general stnike being very un-
favorably considered by & large proportion of
the working men. The fate of these schemers
will not materially differ from that of (ha
grain speculators, whisky gamblers, and boot
and shoe dealers whose history has recently
attracted a slight share of public attention,
But their fate will meet with a far wider
range of public interest, owing to the magni-
tude of the indusiries involved and the very
large amonnt of suffering which their collapse
would entail. But apart from individaal saf-
fering, the public will gain enormously by
the approaching end of this monstrous com-
bination. Not that we eéver hope Lo see re.
turned to the peeple the millions wrung from
them under the disgnise of a tariff, bul that
the people may profit by the dear-bonght les-
son: that in “‘protecting” an industry they are
ouly raising up e greedy and noscrupuloas
wonopoly. Not that we expect to see a uni-
versal or immediate recognition of sound eco-
nomic prineiples, but that the time mny come
before very long when no American journal
of respectable pretensions will dare to impose
upon its readers such arguments as these; —

“‘But meanwhile an enlightened protection
for American industry will open new markets
for coul, and foster those manufacturing en-
terprises npon which the prosperity of the
winer so intumately depends, When the iron
and steel, the cotton snd woollen stuffs, which
we now bring from across the ocean are made
within reach of our own mines, we shall have
no move complaint of an excessive gupply of
coal.”

into the midst of the devout assemblage comoes
the impertinent little man with his note-
book, turning the temple of prayer inton
public show. To him Christmas is a day when
there is much to be sean. and much to be
writlen; piety is a rather picturesqne peor-
formance that oalls for picturesyue languags;
the clinrch is a Saunday theatre, where the
quality of the performance and the character
of the andience alike demand his most care-
ful inspection. On Monday he told the world
how we all looked at our prayers, and how we
sang our praises, and now and then we was
kind enough to decide whether we had a
swart man for our pastor. The Church of
All Souls is fortunate in a elergyman who pos-
seeses “‘a highly intellectunl conntenance,

which Dbespeaks the sympathy of his
hearers.” and whose “eloguence is of the
highest,” Naturally, therefore, ‘‘a fashion-
able congregation  gathered at Lhis
temple ol l]ibuml Christiauity, who
were bent on  hearing a Christmas ger-
mon." The younger members of this fash-

ionable company of worshippers seem to have
amused themselves, according to the Hlath.
ershite, with gallantries at the church door,
but as soon as the sermen began they were
“riveted” by the qniet earnestness and fault-
less ““clocntion” of Dr. Bellows. St, Joseph's
Church, in the Sixth avenus, is less fashion-
able, its congregation consisting of ‘‘the solid
middle class,” but even these people were
“‘not wanting in bright happy faces and com-
fortable, well-to-do exterior.” The music
seems to have been too fine for any but a
first-class conmgregation, Madame Martinez
Eang a very sweet soprano solo “‘with telling
effeet,” and there was a *‘very exqnisite’
Sanctes, consisting of “‘light and almost
dance musie.” St, Theresa's Church, in Rut-
gers street, was more successful than St.
Josepl’s, for it has ‘“one of the most select
cougregations in the city,” and on Christ-
mas day drew a “highly respectable and
fashionable” audience, before which we are
bappy to that

say the service was
conducted “‘with much artistic ability”
by the ‘“‘talented organist of the

ehureh,” Mr. Gleason, and the Rev. Iather
Flattery, who, being an orator and accom-
plished scholar, and not at all an *‘over.esti-
mated” man, “glided into some beautifully
pointed remarks as to the Papaey and its
temporalities.” At the New England Congre-
gational Church the sermon of the Rev. Mer-
rill Richardson ‘‘was replete with all his ac-
customed impassioned style and copions
energy of argunment and illustration:” the
anthem was “‘most superbly rendered,” and
the volunlary was exquisitely plaved by the
accomplished organist., The Church of the
Messiah is now the ‘‘favorite resort of the
fashionable church-goers of Murray Hill,"”
and was crowded by an audienca “‘apparently
as zealous and devout as one could wish for,”
which was gratifying indeed. The *‘clegant”
Fifth Avenne Baptist Ohurch was “filled by
the usugl fashionable congregation,” all of
whom were ‘‘attired in their sober and com-
fortable winter garments.” The reporter is
particular to mention that these garments
were worn in consequence of ‘‘the pinching,
cold, frosty wind "—a statement from which
readers will draw their own conclusions, The
choir was ‘‘very effective;” the prayer was
*fervent,” and Dr. Armitage, in his masterly
sermon, was aglow with eloquence.

THE ITALIAN CAPITAL.

There is a sort of glamonr inseparable
from the popular idea respecting ome, whioh,
ol first blush, seems to juslifly the selection
of that city as the future seat of government
for the Kingdow of Italy. The very name
oulls up a train of recollections and mssocia-
tions to every wind such as cluster around
and cling to no other city inthe world. The
scholar, the artist, the antiquarian, the tra-
veller, the enthusiast, each and all alike, has
a place in his memory which is, so to speak,
a shrine, whereat he almost worships some
cherished relio of classie or Ohristian Rome,
And in their choice of a eapital it was natural
that the eyes of the King and people of Italy
ehonld turn toward the seven-hilled city with
A fondness no less marked than that which
fills the breast of the cosmopolite. Bul Rome
itself has drawbacks which must detraot from
its attractiveness as a central seat of govern-
ing power.

In the first place. Rome i3 notorionsly in-
salubrious as a place of residences. Such has
been the reputation of the city for centuries,
and no lapse of time appears to have wrought
any perceptible change for the better. From
the days of Horace, Cicero, and Livy—in
whose wrilings may be found allusions to i!s
unhealthiness—down to the visits of the
most recent traveller, Rome has besn uni-
formly portrayed as a place dangerous alike
to mnative and foreigner, to resident and
visitor. The malaria would inevitably prove
a disagreeable, if not a dangerous, draw-
back to all comfort and all enjoyment,

in a capital whose political nattractions
mutt necessarily soon crowd its streets
and lounses with persons for the

most part strangers to the climate, and thus
the more exposed to that terrible fever which
even the oldest resident is continually obliged
It is the custom to say
that, were the surrounding country put under
cultivation, the malaria would disappear.
This is by no means certain, even if the ex-

| periment were tried; and that any systematic,

thorough trial is likely to be made, nothing
in the history of the couniry or in the char-
acter of the population gives ns much assar-
ance, Atall events, it may be deemed proba-
ble that too many other subjeects and enter-
prises will occupy the King and his courtiers
for some time to come, to allow of much
attention being paid to the vital questions of
health and life,
